2. The application has been amended as follows: 
IN THE CLAIMS : 

This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of 
claims 4-6 and 12-14 directed to one or more inventions/species non-elected 
without traverse that do not depend from or otherwise require all the limitations 
of an allowable generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 1 .141 . Accordingly, 
claims 4-6 and 12-14 have been cancelled. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art of record does not teach nor suggest the invention as 

claimed in claims 7-8 and 15-20. The closest prior art is Gill (US 2004/0008450), 
which teaches a CPP giant magnetoresistive head (FIG. 13) comprising lower 
(80) and upper (82) shield layers with a predetermined shield distance 
therebetween; a giant magnetoresistive (GMR) element (includes layers 402, 
406, and 404) disposed between the upper and lower shield layers, the GMR 
element having a group of adjacent parallel layers, the group consisting of a 
pinned magnetic layer (404), a free magnetic layer (102) and a nonmagnetic 
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layer (406) disposed between the pinned magnetic layer and the free magnetic 
layer, wherein the pinned magnetic layer includes a laminated ferrimagnetic 
structure consisting of a first pinned magnetic sublayer (420) and a second 
pinned magnetic sublayer (422) which are laminated with a nonmagnetic 
intermediate layer (424) disposed therebetween; and large-area nonmagnetic 
metal films (502 and 442) abutting against the GMR element and the lower shield 
layer and between the GMR element and the upper shield layer, respectively, so 
that the large-area nonmagnetic metal films are in direct contact with the pinned 
magnetic layer and the free magnetic layer, wherein the large-area nonmagnetic 
metal film in direct contact with the free magnetic layer has a larger area than 
that of the free magnetic layer (as shown in FIG. 1 3, for instance). Gill (US 
2004/0008450), however, does not teach nor suggest that the large-area 
nonmagnetic metal film that is in direct contact with the pinned magnetic layer 
has a larger area than that of the pinned magnetic layer. 

Likewise, the remaining prior art of record does not teach nor suggest a 
large-area nonmagnetic metal film in direct contact with a laminated ferrimagnetic 
structured pinned magnetic layer and having a larger area than that of the 
laminated ferrimagnetic structured pinned magnetic layer.
